1. Claims 1-26 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant 
included the limitation "wherein said device that takes partial charge of the process of 
said control plane holds in advance at least one item of cell information, said cell 
information held in common with said user-plane processing device", in combination of 
a particular elements as recited in claims 1 , 5, 8, 12, 15, 19, 22, 23, 24, which was not 
found or fairly suggested in the prior art search.
